The 
town  is  seventy  miles  east  of  Toronto  and  ninety-six  miles  west  of  Kingston,  on  the  G.T. R.  line,  and  no  less  than 
four  passenger  trains  pass  through  the  town,  going  each  way,  every  day — four  going  west  and  four  going  east. 
During  the  summer  months  the  steamers  of  the  R.  & O.  Navigation  Company,  plying  between  Hamilton,  Toronto  and 
Montreal,  call  here  once  or  twice  every  day.  The  Canadian  Pacific  R.  R.  line  runs  through  Peterborough  from 
Ottawa  to  Toronto,  and  vice  versa,  and  the  G.T.  R.  Midland  section  connects  with  the  Pacific  at  Peterborough  from 
Port  Hope,  so  that  passengers  by  that  route  can  come  to  Cobourg  by  train  twice  each  day,  from  either  point,  through 
Port  Hope.  The  R.  & O.  Nayigation  Company  run  steamers,  during  summer,  every  day  between  Cobourg  and 
Charlotte,  the  port  of  Rochester,  N.Y. , the  steamer  arriving  daily  (Sundays  excepted)  at  Cobourg  at  one  o’clock  p.m. 
Mail  stages,  carrying  passengers,  leave  Cobourg  daily  for  points  in  the  country  north.  The  charming  summer  resort 
at  Rice  Lake  is  situated  twelve  miles  north  of  Cobourg,  and  the  drive  thereto  is  very  enjoyable,  through  a picturesque 
and  well  settled  farming  country.
